Alaska 'America's Last 
Frontier,' Speaker Says

Alasxa, this country's 49th 
state, is "America's last fron¬ 
tier." and not the glamorous 
place supposed by many. Dr. S. 
F. Dallas, Baptist evangelist cur¬ 
rently appearing at revivals here 
told members of the Granite City 
Kiwanis Club Monday at the 
Elks Qub. 

Introduced by Rev. George 
Sagen, pastor of the First Bap¬ 
tist Church. Dr. Dallas described 
the state's climate, topography, 
population and industry. 

From 30 to 60 Inches of snow 
cover Alaska during the winter 
months, he said, and although 
the temperature reaches 70 de¬ 
grees during the summer, the 
growing season for crops is only 
60-80 days long. There are gla¬ 
ciers in the south, including the 
only one in the world not de¬ 
creasing in size, located near Ja- 

Dr. Dallas ' said Alaskas' low 
mean temperature prevents any 
insects, animals or vegetation of 
a poisonous type from growing in 
the state, but that tuberculosis 
among the native population is 
high due to poor Uving condi¬ 
tions in a cold climate. 

Being 'Homeateaded’ 

The speaker, who has made 
many trips to the state as an 
evangelist and plans to return 
there this summer, said land be¬ 
tween Anchorage and Fairbanks 
Is being "homesteaded.’’ with the 
soil very rich, needing no fertil¬ 
ization and very little cultiva¬ 
tion. 

Experiments are being con¬ 
duct^ at Alaska's only univer¬ 
sity in Fairbanks to determine 
what crops can be grown profit¬ 
ably, be said. Cabbage, turnips 


and greens seem to do very well, 
he noted. But the state depends 
largely on income from its lum¬ 
ber. mining, fishing and fur in¬ 
dustries, he added. 

PopaiatloB Hm Doubled 
Alaska’s population since 
world war It has doubled, the 
speaker said, and currently 
stands at about 200.000, includ¬ 
ing military personnel, govern¬ 
ment employees and a large num¬ 
ber of transient workers. 

The state's native population 
is entirely Eskimo and French- 
Indlan, Dr. Dallas continued, and 
a tremendous segregation prob¬ 
lem exists between the two 
races, neither of which has a 
written language. President Lin¬ 
coln actually freed the French- 
Indians from Eskimo slavery at 
about the same time Alaska was 
purchased, he said. 

Education in Alaska is present¬ 
ly limited to grade and high 
schools and the one university, 
and while sufficient hospital care 
is available for military person¬ 
nel and natives, newcomers have 
almost none available, he ob 

Recommends Air Travel 
The only feasible method by 
which to reach Alaska is by air. 
Dr. Dallas stated. Water trans¬ 
portation it available. Iwt slow, 
be said, and tourists or those go¬ 
ing to the state on business might 
at well fdTget about uring tbe 
Alcan highway. 

The evangelist said the road is 
covered with snow for half the 
year, and autos get stuck in 
knee-deep mud during the other 
six months. As to highways 
within the state itself, they sim¬ 
ply don't exist, he concluded.

The city covrl ot Granite City it important in mony 
wayt to this eemmi^nity. With it* two eiected office* to 
be filled for six-year terms in Saturday's election, all 
adult residents of the city should participate in ehoes* 
ing between the candidates.

Ambitiou* Program To Improvt 
Trcrffic Facilifiot In Vanica 

The section of Broadway which carries lilinois 
Rout* Three in Venice will be improved to meet the 
stoto's highest standards when current and planned 
construction projects are completed. 

Following the remevel ^ trolley rolls, installation 
of 0 drainage line and paving with concrete, th* en¬ 
tire surface of Broadway between McKinley and Fourth 
streets is to be coated with bituminous material. A four- 
foot median strip will separate troffic going in oppo¬ 
site directions. 

Coupled with work In progress on the western 
end of Breodway, Main street, the McKinley Bridge op- 
proaches and the bridge itself, the stale-finaneed 
Broadway improvement will help provide up-to-date 
facilities for vehicular traffic in Venice.

Bottling Works, Paint Rrm Began As One-Man Operations 


Back iji the days when your 
favorite western movie hero 
swaggered up to the bar and 
demanded (If he was the good 
guyj "a shot of sarsaparlUa." 
the chances were fair — if he 
was really drinking the beverage 
— that it was made right here 
In the Quad-Cities. 

Sarsaparilla, together with 
lemon and strawberry soda, were 
the first products manufactured 
for sale by the Wagner Bottling 
Co. soon after the firm was 
founded on lower Main street In 
Venice in 1!)01 by J. Fred Wag- 

The olde.st beverage firm In ' 
the area, now continuing under 
the ownership of the founder's 
wife, Mrs. Emily Wagner, and 
his son, E. J. Wagner, is one of 
the businesses to be honored at 
the Associated Retailers'-Cham- 
ber of Commerce recognition 
banquet May 4 at the Venice- 
Madison American Legkin Post 
headquarters. 

Lake many of the first busi¬ 
nessmen in the Quad-Cities, J. 
Fred Wagner came from St. 
L>ouis to seek the patronage of 
the approximately 15,000 persons 
who inhabited the Granite City. 
Madison, Venice, Nameoki and 
Mitchell areas of Illinois. 

Just starling In business (he 
and Mr.s. Wagner were m.irrled 
in 1896>. Wagner washed his bot- ' 
ties in wooden tubs, and bottled i 
his beverages on foot-powered ’ 
machinery. I 

Delivery By Wagon 
During the first year of busi- • 
ness, he delivered “white," i 
‘‘black" and "red" aoda in a 
horse-drawn wagon, selling about i 
12,000 cases of the Wagner prod¬ 
uct. In August of 1903 the firm’s i 
plant was moved to 1529 Ea>t ' 
20th street In Granite City, and i 
added a second team of horses I 
and another wagon to the deliv- • 
ery equipment. Bottles were still ’ 
being washed and filled by band. : 

In 1910, some automatic equip- i 
ment was purchased and the firm < 
took up new quarters at 2118 
“G" street in Granite City. The 
firm added "Iron Brew," then a , 
nationally known drink, to Its ^ 
line, and placed its first fruit , 
drink, “Orange Julep,” on the , 
market. i 

In February 1915, Wagner | 
moved again, to Sixth street and j 
Madison avenue in Madison, and < 
the company became known as . 
the “Gay Ola Bottling Co." after | 
one of its new products, of which j 
there were now ten in all. 

The firm added a Republic , 
truck to Its delivery stable, and , 
bvgan making sales in St. Louia. , 
During the first world war, ( 
members of the 138th Infantry < 
National Guard, stationed as , 
guarda at Mississippi River 
bridges and at industrial sites In , 
St. Louis, were good customers. , 
Locate In Madison In 1921 , 

The plant moved to it' present , 
location at 204 Madlapn avenue , 
In 1921, and the following year | 
two more trucks were added and , 
the firm name again changed, j 
this time to the ‘'Chero Cola Bot- ■ 
tllng Co." ! 

Expansion during the next ten 
years Included the opening of a ] 
route in East St. Louis, building ( 
'Of a warehouse in Edwardsville j 
to service the Colllnsville-Mary- j 
ville area, the purchase of five < 
additional trucks, installation of | 
the company’s hrst all-automatic 
bottle filling unit and, In 1930, 
the addition of Seven-Up to the 
firm’s line. ) 

Sales In 1929 were up to 119,- 
000 cases, but like every other ^ 
business, sales dipped with the * 
depression In 1932 to only 67,000 ' 
cases. Ed Wagner, who “grew up | 
in the business," was by this ' 
time an important part of the | 
operation along with his parents. ' 
Of the depression he said 
“Everyone Just seemed to be ! 
hanging on, regardless of what ! 
kind of business they were In." 

DistrUmta Beer * 

But "hang on" the Wagner 
Bottling Works did, and In 1933, j 
with the repeal of prohibition, * 
the firm began distributing Mil- ' 
ler High Life beer, which helped 
to boost company total sales dur- ' 
Ing the difficult years of 1933-37 ' 
before the distributorship was '

now had three beverage main¬ 
stays — Seven-Up, Nehl and 
Royal Crown Cola — a total of 
12 employees, more modern 
equipment and additional space 
at its State street location. 

J. Fred Wagner, the company's 
founder, passed away in July of 
the following year, and his widow 
and son assumed managership of. 
the firm, which hat always been 
a family-owned business. The 
State street location was again 
enlarged In 1939 with the addi¬ 
tion of a garage for a growing 
fleet of delivery trucks. The firm 
now had 16,000 square feet oi 
floor space. . 

fUtlODlDg During WW ZI ^ 

New distributorships were add¬ 
ed In Alton. Mount Olive and 
Litchfield in the few years re¬ 
maining before the outbreak of 
world war II. Biggest problem 
during the war was making the 
plant's sugar allocation stretch 
far enough to satisfy all dealers. 
Volume was reduced as the com¬ 
pany adhered to government re¬ 
strictions, not only on sugar, but 
also gasoline, tires and bottles. 

The year following the war’s 
end. the Wagner firm discon¬ 
tinued all lines except Seven-Up, 
without changing its manufac¬ 
turing or delivery procedures. 
Volume Increased with the end 
of sugar rationing. 

By 1948 the firm had acquired 
distributorships In the Belleville 
and Centralla areas, had a new 
40x100 foot warehouse and was 
covering nine counties with sn 
estimated population of 530.000 
people. The following year, a 
complete new bottling line war 
instiled at the Second street 
plant, and by 1951 four addition* 
al routes were in operation. 

I Capacity of the present equip- 
iment Is 250 seven-ounce bottles, 
or lOH cases per minute. The 
plant now employs 65 persona. 
;includlng drivers for its fleet of 
i4S delivery trucks and one trans¬ 
port unit. 

; Latest Addition In 1954 
j Latest sddltlon to the plant 
'was made In 1954 when a 50x125 
'foot building w«8 added at the 
Madison address to house still 
jadditlonal bottling units. Large 
jwarehouses also exist in Cen- 
jtralla and Alton, In addition to 
two locations in Madison with 
.a total of 6000 square feet of 
I floor space. 

I Total tales In 1959 were a 
I whopping 825,000 cases. Includ- 
;ing Seven-Up In seven, 12 and 
|28-ounce bottles. 12-ounce cans 
land pre-mix units. 

I Ed Wagner, whose firm now 
distributes Seven-Up manufac- 
itured in the Madison plant to all 
lor part of 12 Illinois counties 
{with a population estimated at 
over 600,000, maintains a strong 
, interest in his business and in 
. the beverage bottling Industry 
as a.whole. 

He is in his 22nd year as a 
member of the Illinois Bottlers 
Association, and has served as 
president, vice-president, secre¬ 
tary and board member during 
that time. Currently he is treas¬ 
urer of the organisation. He has 
been associated with the Ameri¬ 
can Bottlers of Carbonated Bev¬ 
erages for the past 12 years as 
president, vice-president and 
board member. 

During those 12 years he has 
visited 38 state conventions, 
speaking in regards to the indus¬ 
try and Its betterment. Kls own 
business is a fair example of that 
Interest. 

One-Man Venture 

A good many of the businesses 
to be recognized at the May 4 
banquet began as one-man opera¬ 


tions. The Roseman Paint store, 
in business for 57 years, is one of 
these. 

First opened in March of 1903 
in a residence on West 20th 
street by H. F. Roseman, father 
of the present owner, Arthur D. 
Roseman. tha business literally 
floated away on the great flood 
in June of that year. The elder 
Roseman, as did almost eveiy- 
one In the paint and decoration 
soles business at the turn of the 
century, doubted as a qualified 
painter and decorator. 

Me moved into a building at 
21st street and DeJmar avenue as 
a result of the flood. Shortly 
thereafter a contract with Che 
Granite City Rcolty Co. was 
signed whereby the Roseman 
firm painted all the buildings 
and property owned by Granite 
City Steel Co. 

In return, H. F. Roseman ac¬ 
quired the property at 2108 Del- 
mar avenue, and assumed control 
of a paint store already there. 
The business, still a one-man op¬ 
eration, was conducted from a 
farm house next door to the 
present location at 2110 Delmar 
avenue, which was erected in 
1912. 

Art Roseman and his brother. 
Paul, both learned the “painting 
trade" as boys, and by the time 
the first world war came along 
were members of the firm. As 
late AS 1910 the firm would con¬ 
tract to redecorate an entire 
room, furnishing the wall paper, 
for as little as $2.50. 

First Motor Vehicle In 1912 

The Rosemans confined their 
business to the Tri-City area In 
the early days, and still follow 
that pattern for the most part. 
A horse and wagon furnished 
transportation for materials and 
painters to and from a Job until 
1912, when the firm purchased 
ita first motor vehicle, an Inter¬ 
national Harvester truck with 
wagon wheels and chain drive. 

Art Roseman went off to serve 
In the Marine Corps during world 
war I. 'The eider Roseman moved 
elsewhere, and Paul ran the 
I business during the war. Art 
I took over in 1920. and brother 
iPaul also moved away. 

I Biggest change which he has 
Iseen take place In the painting 


industiy, says Art Roseman, Is t 
that paint is now bought ready ^ 
to use. Up until 19.30 painters did 
their own mixing, adding ^ 
thinner, white lead, linseed oil 4 
and turpentine. This was usually - 
done early in the day before they 
appeared on the Job site. i 

The painting firm continues to 
confine its activities to the Quad- 
Cities almost entirely. Among 
contracts awarded to the firm ^ 
have been the painting of the j 
Chain of Rocks locks structures., i 
inside and out, and, more recent* ^ 
ly. a contract at the Marine. 111. T 
“Nike" missile base. *

A Juvenile DetentioR Home 
Committee of Ae Medison ootin- 
ty board of auperv-ison believes 
diat enou^ funds realized from 
county tales taxes are currently 
available to begin a project for 
the erection of a borne for 
.jttveidles. 

Meeting recently in Edwards- 
ville, the ccmmittee members

Judge Kinney has stated that 
the home should be able to ac¬ 
commodate 20 individuals in the 
t beginning and should be con¬ 


structed with provisions to dou- | 
ble its size. ! 

The detention home commit- I 
tee plans to bold a Joint meet- | 
ing with the county board 
Building committee to discrss 
the type of facilities required 
and a. location for the building. 
Current committee plans call 
for a qiodern stnKture, chief 
purpose of which would not be 
a j^ or reform school, but In¬ 
stead a place where juveniles 
and wayward children could be 
detained in comfort pending 
court action. 

At the present time, juveniles 
are detained with persons being 
held in the county jail, and 
Judge- Kinney has spoken out 
against the arrangement in that 
it allows young persons to as¬ 
sociate with hardened criminals. 

Madison county has no juv¬ 
enile court, but over 1100 juv¬ 
enile cases were heard in the 
county court last year. Judge 
Kinney said about one-third of 
these required court action.
